The hurricane warning system 


had no indication as yet that the 
hurrican might swing toward the 
mainland. It located the storm at 
^approximately 27 degrees latitude 
north and longtitude 63 degrees 
west, which is about 400 miles 
south-southeast of .-Bermuda. The 
hurricane was fnoving slowly to 
the^north-northwest.

RIGHT TIME AND 
CORRECT 
SEEDS 


FOR OHIO LAWNS 


Dairy cows do not eat the same 


amounts of grass on fall pastures 
as they eat when first turned on 
pasture in the spring, and the 
animal husbandry department at 
Ohio State University advises that 
Ohio dairymen take notice of this 
change in feeding habits by ad- 
justing the supplemental feed, giv- 
en the cattle. 


Tests made by the Bcltsville, 


Maryland, 
experimental 
station 


showed that a Holstein cow would 
eat about 150 pounds of grass a 
day on spring pasture but only 
about 50 pounds a jclay on August 
pasture. The 150 pounds of grass 
would furnish enough nutrients to 
maintain the weight of the ani- 
mal and also produce about 35 
pounds of milk each day. The 50 
pounds of August grass furnished 
only enough nutrients to maintain 
the cow and to produce two or 
three pounds of milk each day. 


Ohio dairymen who plan to keep 


their cows in heavy production 
feed grain to the cattle even when 
the pasture is at its best, and in- 
crease the grain feeding as the 
pasture becomes poorer. Dry cows 
or those in medium or low produc- 
tion are not given any grain or 
else the amount is smaller than 
that fed to the best producers 


It is suggested that 
Holsteins 


on good pasture will need grain 
if the cows are producing more 
than 30 to 35 pounds of milk a 
day, 
and that 
two-fifths 
of a 


pound of grain be fed for each 
pound of milk over the 30 to 35 
pounds. Jerseys should get grain 
on good pasture If producing more 
than 20 pounds of 
milk 
daily. 


Guernseys should be fed the same 
as Jerseys, and Ayrshires 
and 


Brown Swiss will need about the 
same amounts of feed as Hoi- 
steins. 


When pasture becomes so short 


that hay or other roughage 5s be- 
ing fed, the grain ration should 


adapted to the kinds of rough- 


used. 
Corn or corn and oats 


are suitable if good legume hay 
is being used; but, when non- 
legume hay and silage is fed, the 
dairymen will find it profitable to 
feed a grain mixture of three or 
four parts of corn or corn and oats 
and oil.- part of soybean oil meal, 
cottonseed meal or linseed meal.

matter. If much grading has been 
done around the house be sure 
that subsoil has not been placed 
on the surface of the lawn where 
grass is to be planted. 


Liberal applications of manure 


worked into the top three or four 
inches of soil will simplify obtain- 
ing a good stand of grass. Peat 
or muck is sometimes used to im- 
prove the physical 
condition 
of 


very heavy soils where lawns are 
to be made. Lime should be ap- 
pHed if the soil 
is highly acid. 


Twenty to 25 pounds per 1,000 
square feet 
of 4-12-4 fertilizer 


should be used on lawns not ma- 
.nured, and 10 to 
15 pounds if 


manuer has been applied. For new 
lawns or for reseeding thin places 
in established turf. Kentucky blue- 


grass should form the basis of the 
seeding mixture in Ohio. Ken- 
tucky 
bluegrass 
starts 
rather 


slowly and other quicker growing 
grasses are usually sown with it. 
A good all-around mixture has 75 
per cent of Kentucky bluegrass 
and 25 per cent redtop. At least 
three pounds of seed per 1,000 
square feet should be used. 


White clover, up to 5 per cent, 


can be added to the lawn mixture 
if desired. A seed mixture which 
gives a finer textured lawn and

spots is obtained by using 70 per 
cent Chewing's fescue, 10 per cent 
Colonial bent grass, and 20 per 
cent Kentucky bluegrass.

TRAILER NOW A PROBLEM 


T IFE in an automobile trailer, which has 


opened new vistas and opportunities 


for sightseeing to many thousands of 
'Americans, has created new problems for 
the taxpayer. Apparently the trailer is here 
to stay. There are now reported to be 300 
manufacturers of these snug homes on 
.wheels and their product is expected to 
reach a total of 100,000 next year. 


The great increase in the number and 


use of trailers affects not only the owner 
who would like to rent his residence for 
the Summer or Winter, but also the resort 
hotel keeper or rooming house proprietor. 
On the other side of the picture is the real 
enjoyment, not to say comfort, which occu- 
pation of a trailer brings to the owner. 


As' to problems created, word comes 


from California of an angle affecting the 
public schools. The state superintendent 
there estimates that 50,000 boys and girls, 
trailer occupants, will be enrolled in the 
state schools this year, these children and 
their parents having resided in five differ 
ent states during the past year. Having no 
particular ties binding them to one town, 
these persons may easily shift their place 
of habitation over night. The children may 
be pupils in one town today and next week 
may find them in another city. 


The necessity of meeting this tax on the 


school facilities may bear down on a par- 
ticular city. As. the trailer pays no local tax, 
either directly or in the form of rent, the 
only contribution being for the use of pub- 
lic utilities or gasoline and oil, the cost of 
schooling must be borne by the state or mu- 
nicipality. California would like to have 
federal funds to meet the situation. 


A similar cry may be expected 
from 


equally sunny Florida, which welcomes 
tourists and trailers with open-handed hos- 
pitality. 


TRIAL MENACES NEW DEAL IN N. Y. 
WASHINGTON— The Democratic ad- 
** visers who hang around Jim Farley's 
desk are far from cheerful about the New 
York situation and the prospects for vic- 
tory in the State next November. 


A major reason for their uneasiness is 


the removal proceedings now in progress 
before Governor Lehman against District 
Attorney Geoghan of

County). To the naked eye it is a purely 
local matter. But under neath is a politi- 
cal powder keg bursting with potential 
trouble.

Kings County is the most populous in 


New York State and has the largest Demo-

registration. Unlike 
Tammany, 


which is split wide open with internal dis- 
sension, the Kings County Democratic or- 
ganization is a virile 
and closely-knit 


machine. It can deliver the vote — as evin- 
ced by the fact that it re-elected Geoghan 
in 1934 despite sensational charges against 
him. 


With the conceded strong anti-New Deal 


sentiment prevalent in up-state New York, 
Roosevelt must carry Manhattan and the 
adjoining boroughs by a big majority in or- 
der to hold the State in his column. To get 
this heavy majority he must have the back- 
ing of the Kings County organization. 


REJOICE WITH THE DUTCH 


npHERE is not a great deal in the Euro- 


pean situation at present to lift 
the 


heart or inspire a glow of genuine delight. 
Most of the news has to do with bloodshed, 
armaments, threats and the boasts of ego- 
maniac dictators who pour forth the stuff 
that nightmares are made of. 


It is a pleasant relief, under the circum- 


stances, to read the news from Amsterdam, 
It concerns Princess Juliana, heiress to the 
throne of her beloved mother, Queen Wil- 
helmina, of Holland, and Prince Bernhard 
von Lippe-Biesterfeld, of Germany. The 
two young people will be married in the 
Fall. 


Naturally, the people of Holland, among 


the sanest and most enlightened in Europe, 
are in a holiday mood over the announce- 
ment.

The inuside word is that henchmen of 


the late Huey Long promised to supply 
some "hot stuff" if Jones would send an 
agent to Louisiana. 


Jones also has certain ex-New Dealers on 


his staff, though recently some of the GOP 
high command have ordered him to employ 
no more deserters from the enemy camp. 


Jones is concentrating his chief fire on 


the major doubtful states, such as Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Ohio, Illinois, Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania is receiving special 
attention.
